147 years in jail 
for drugs gang

A gang of criminals have been jailed for 147 
years after they were caught trying to flood 
Northamptonshire's streets with Class A 
drugs. 

The group of 20 men and one woman were 
sentenced at Northampton Crown Court last 
Friday for their roles in trafficking 3.5 kilos of 
drugs with an estimated street value of £4 
million. 

Three gangs, headed by Liam Stray, Paul 
Bush and Stuart Bailey - from Earls Barton, 
Rushden and Raunds respectively - organised 
the purchase of large quantities of cocaine 
with a purity of up to 71 per cent, which were 
trafficked into Northamptonshire, and main¬ 
ly Wellingborough. 

Working with deputies, couriers and sub¬ 
dealers, the criminal enterprise then diluted 
the drugs - which had been purchased from 
Luton and Manchester, as well as safe houses 
where drugs were stored - down with other 
chemicals for onward sale.

But a major operation by the East Midlands 
Special Operations Unit (EMSOU), supported 
by police in Northamptonshire, Luton and 
Manchester, stopped them in their tracks, and 
found more than £85,000 in cash and, as well 
125 grams of heroin. 

EMSOU Detective Constable Ian Hollyoake, 
said: “This has been an extensive investiga¬ 
tion which started in 2014 and has concluded 
with lengthy sentences. 

“Those sentenced played their parts in a 
cycle of harm and their jailing goes some way 
toward reducing the damage. It also means 
three substantial drug routes into 
Northamptonshire have now been blocked.” 
The jailed gang members are as follows: 

■ Liam Stray, 37, of Earls Barton: 12 years and 
eight months 

■ Paul Bush, 38, of Rushden: 12 years 

■ Ben Monaghan, 35, of no fixed address: 10 


four months 

■ Tony Bolton, 42, of Rushden: Nine months, 
suspended for two years 

■ Tauyyub Ulshan, 31, of Bury: 10 years and 
eight months 

■ Bradley Nathan Hall, 31, of Bury: Five years 
and eight months 

■ Michael James Campbell, 28, of Bury: Six 
years

This comes in the same week another, sepa¬ 
rate gang in Northamptonshire who supplied 
£1 million of Class A drugs to another gang in 
Nottinghamshire were jailed for 31 years. 

The gang, headed by Mirjan Kola, 26, of 
Wootton in Northampton - who was handed a 
14 year sentence - had purchased cocaine and 
cannabis from London, before supplying 
them to a gang in Nottinghamshire.

‘From Briar Hill to Brayfield’,

When you hear these 
jingles, you’ll know you’ve 
tuned into 106.9 NNBC. 

And you’ll also know it is a 
radio station about one 
thing only - Northampton. 

(It’s so Northampton even 
the town’s postcode is in its 
name). 

At 11am on Saturday this 
new community radio 
station took to the airwaves 
for the first time from its 
studio at the University of 
Northampton’s student 
accommodation in the town 
centre’s Cultural Quarter. 

With a focus on music 
from the 60s to 
current hits, the 
station, kitted 
out with the 
latest technolo¬ 
gy, hopes to 
deliver content 
that is ‘all about 
local’. 

It features

Terry said: “It’s all about 
the town, it’s all about 
making Northampton better 
again, and putting this town 
in a good light. 

“It’s about the people of the 
town, the voices, the sound 
. . .it’s about reflecting 
Northampton back onto its 
people who live, work and 
breathe here, and that is 
what it’s all about for me.” 


But with the town already 
being home to a community 
radio station - namely 
Inspiration FM - as well as 
BBC Radio Northampton, 
some may argue it will be 
difficult for the station to 
slot into the mix. 

But Terry sees only posi¬ 
tives from this, adding it is 
‘good to have options’. He 
said: “Inspiration FM is a 
great radio station, they 
serve a small audience - but 


that’s their brief. BBC Radio 
Northampton is a complete¬ 
ly separate radio station 
with those concerning 
Northamptonshire as a 
county. But you see, NNBC 
serves the broad audience in 
Northampton exclusively, 
and that is a first.”

‘Specsavers 
saved my life’

A 17-year-old girl’s life was saved 
by an optometrist who spotted 
signs of a brain tumour during a 
regular eye check up. 

Lauren Whittington, a sixth 
form student, had been 
experiencing migraines for 
several months, which regular 
opticians could not diagnose. 

It was only during a visit to the 
Specsavers store in Abington 
Street, Northampton, with her 
mum that an abnormality was 
picked up behind her eye. 

The optometrist Nicole Barber 
said: “As part of our regular eye 
tests, we take a digital image of 
the back of the eye using our 
state-of-the-art Fundus cameras. 

“I could see that there was a 
build up of pressure behind 
Lauren’s eye, which immediately 
rang alarm bells.” 

Nicole referred Lauren directly 
to Northampton A&E for a closer 
inspection, where they took an 
ultrasound of her eyes and 
confirmed that something was 
causing the build-up but were 
unable to see what it was. 

Lauren was then sent for an 
MRI scan at the Nottingham 
University Hospital Eye Clinic, 
where they realised that it was 
most probably a brain tumour. 

“I’m glad my mum was with 
me,” says Lauren. 

“We went from hav¬ 
ing our eyes tested to 
me being admitted 
to Nottingham 
University Hosp¬ 
ital. 

“Being told I had a 
tumour growing in 
the back of my brain 
was frightening, I am 
just glad that it was 
diagnosed so quickly.” 

Within a few days, Lauren had 
an operation to remove the 
tumour, which proved success¬ 
ful. 

After several months away from 
school, she returned in 
September to study Psychology, 
Business Studies and History at 
A-Level. 

“The last couple of months have 
been the scariest in my life,” 
Lauren added. 



“I am glad to be back at school 
so that I can work towards 
completing my education. 

“I plan to take a gap year after 
my A-Levels so that I am fully 
recovered from my operation 
before I go to university, where I 
hope to continue studying 
psychology.” 

Lauren’s case happened in June 
and was highlighted to coincide 
with National Eye Health Week, 
which took place from September 
19-25. 

Specsavers Northampton store

Constantinides said: 
“We’re so relieved that 
Lauren’s case was treat¬ 
ed so successfully and 
she is now well on the 
way to a full recovery. 

“A11 too often, people’s 
symptoms are misdiag¬ 
nosed and ah it takes is a 
simple sight test to reveal a 
deeper problem. 

‘This just highlights the vital 
importance of having regular eye 
tests with highly trained 
opticians and specialist equip¬ 
ment. 

“We recommend that as a 
minimum, you should have your 
eyes checked every two years. 

“These not only provide a 
prescription check, but also help 
us monitor general eye health to 
track any changes and identify 
problems as quickly as possible.” 



Children’s services split to be discussed

Next week, the cabinet at the 
Conservative-led authority will 
be asked to approve the outline 
business case for the new trust, 
which sets out how it will operate 
and function.

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Bus station is ‘air 
pollution hotspot’

The bus station in 
Northampton town centre 
has been described as a 
‘pollution hotspot’ which is 
affecting the health of 
‘hundreds of people who visit 
the area every day’. 

The claim from 
Northampton Green 
Party comes after the 
group revealed it has 
discovered illegal 
levels of nitrogen 
dioxide at North 
Gate station. 

Scientific data 
released by the party 
recorded that between 
July 3 and August 8 nitrogen 
dioxide levels around the 
station were 25 per cent above 
the limit. 

The figures, showing that 
levels reached an average of 
53.24 micrograms per cubic 
metre (ug/m3), were recorded 
using air quality filters which 
were sent off to a laboratory 
for analysis. The limit is 40. 

It comes as Northampton 
Borough Council’s public 
consultation on air pollution 
enters its final month.

But despite the con¬ 
sultation, the Green Party has 
criticised its ‘lack of 
engagement’. 

Secretary Steve Miller said: 
“It is fair to say that we have 
been underwhelmed by the 
scope of the consultation. The 
council appears to think that 
placing a few documents on 
the internet, and asking 
people to read them and 
complete a survey is a suitable 
way to deal with a public 
health emergency.” 

Cllr Alan Bottwood, cabinet 


member for the environment, 
said the council is aware air 
pollution levels have some¬ 
times breached national 
guidelines, but added: “We do 
not intend to declare North 
Gate as an Air Quality 
Management Area at present. 

“Air Quality Management 
Areas are designed to tackle 
issues in very specific 
locations, whereas our new 
strategy sets out an alterna¬ 
tive, more holistic, approach 
to managing air quality 
throughout the Borough.”

South Northants MP Andrea 
Leadsom set out her vision 
for post-Brexit Britain in her 
first speech since becoming 
the Environment Secretary 
at the Conservative Party 
Conference this week. 

The 53-year-old politician, 
who lives near Towcester, 
used her speech at the event 
in Birmingham on Monday to 
promote tourism and exports, 
following Prime Minister 
Theresa May’s announce¬ 
ment the formal Brexit 


negotiation process will 
begin next year. 

Mrs Leadsom, a leading 
Brexiteer, cited several light¬ 
hearted examples - including 
how rural broadband was 
important to ensure everyone 
can play the mobile phone 
game Pokemon Go. 

She also spoke about how 
tourists are ‘even buying 
bottled English countryside 
air for up to £80 a go’, and that 
Britain is ‘selling coffee to 
Brazil, sparkling wine to 
France and naan bread to 
India’. 

She said: “Our stunning 


landscapes are famous right 
across the globe. They’ve 
inspired paintings, poems 
and pop songs. 

“They attract millions of 
visitors, underpinning a rural 
tourism industry that is 
worth more than £30 billion a 
year.” 

Putting her light-hearted 
examples to one side, the MP 
also spoke of her ‘optimism 
for our future’, and suggested 
that Britain’s youth should 
take up the fruit picking and 
farm labouring jobs - which 
currently depend heavily on 
EU migrants.

Career criminal is 
jailed for carrying 
out 101 burglaries

A man who vowed to commit a 
crime for every day that he had 
served in a previous prison 
sentence has been jailed for six 
years, after admitting to 
carrying out 101 burglaries 
across Northamptonshire. 

Brian Plumb, 41, 

committed the offences across 
two months between June and 
August this year at properties in 
Northampton, Wellingborough 
and Kettering. 

The offender, who is from 
Wellingborough, was finally 
arrested while committing an 
offence at a house in the town on 
August 30. 

After hearing glass being 
smashed and seeing Plumb climb 
through a window, members of 
the public called police and 
surrounded the address while 
officers arrived. 

Once on scene police entered 
the house and found Plumb 



hiding in the loft. He was arrested 
and initially charged with five 
counts of burglary. 

However, through further 
investigative work and from 
visiting Plumb while he was in 
prison awaiting his next court 
date, officers were able to 
establish that he was responsible 
for many more offences 
committed over the summer. 


Plumb appeared at Northamp¬ 
ton Crown Court on Wednesday, 
September 28 where he admitted 
committing 101 offences, 
including further incidents which 
had not been reported to police. 

He was sentenced to six years 
and eight months in custody. 

Detective Inspector Helen 
Knight, from CID, said: “Brian 
Plumb is a career criminal who 
vowed to commit an offence for 
every day that he had served in a 
previous prison sentence and it’s 
clear he was serious about that 
vow. He has expressed remorse 
for his actions and sympathy for 
his victims. Unfortunately, none 
of the stolen property has been 
recovered. 

“Sentencing him Judge Lucking 
QC stated she had never seen 
such an extensive list of admitted 
offences by an individual, she 
also praised the work of the 
officers who worked on the case, 
as well as the actions of members 
of the public who helped to 
capture Plumb.”

Northampton’s musical com¬ 
munity is coming together to 
raise funds for charity and 
celebrate the life of Steve 
Garofalo. 

Steve, who was a well known 
barber in Northampton as well 
as a longstanding musician 
playing with a number of 
Northampton bands, died of a 
heart attack and the tribute 
night at the Picturedrome will 
raise money for the British 
Heart Foundation. 

His brother Pete said: “We are 
all just like a big family really, 
we have all been friends for 
years and years. My sons 
would go to Steve for haircuts. 
In many ways his barber shop 
was like a meeting place for 
musicians.” 

Steve played drums, saxo¬ 
phone, bass and guitar and 
played with Northampton leg¬ 
ends Tom Hall and Uncle Eric, 
who wrote the following trib¬ 
ute: 

Stevie G. was a fine musician 
and friend whose untimely 
passing is a blow to all who 


knew him. I remember his mis¬ 
chievous grin (usually when 
rolling a fag) and his way of 
wobbling when laughing, like a 
demented Bhudda, when exer¬ 
cising his Python/Goon sense of 
humour. Oh, and he loved The 
Beatles. 


I first met Steve in the Black 
Lion (St Giles Street) in the 80’s 
when he was but a lad and part 
of the scene around the late Tom 
Hall. He and his bosom buddy 
and fine bass player, Steve New, 
were members of the ‘Wacky 
Backy Boogie Band’, who were 


enjoying success locally as part 
a blues/R&B revival. I was 
already doing this stuff and, 
when The Wackies fell out, it 
was natural for the two lads 
and their older ‘uncle’ to form a 
band; so, with Stan Bowls and 
Dave Henderson, the ‘Backstairs 
Creepers’ was born. 

I’d like to remember Steve with 
just a couple of the many wild 
and wonderful tales from those 
mid-eighties days when he was 
young and ‘uncle’ Eric was the 
band’s ‘carer’. We travelled 
abroad to Amsterdam and 
Brussels and, in those days, it 
was still an adventure to play in 
Europe. Whenever I’ve been 
abroad with a band, I’ve noted 
that as soon as we leave Blighty, 
and all these trips were under¬ 
taken via the ferry in an old 
Transit van, my fellow musi¬ 
cians turn into drink crazed 
madmen, hell bent on on all 
kinds of mischief (‘uncle’ is 
driving the van). 

So it was with The Steves of 
Zeebrugge. The customs man 
enquired as to our purpose and 
then watched bemused as Stev 
in the back of the van, clutching 
a beer bottle screamed, “Come 
and get me! I want to be arrest¬ 
ed!”, before being sat on by other 


members of our motley crew. 
Later, on one of these jaunts, 
some bookings were cancelled 
and the band became stranded 
at the Hook of Holland with no 
money. The only way we could 
extricate ourselves for this situ¬ 
ation was, with our remaining 
money, to send someone back 
across the channel to get us 
home. Steve volunteered and 
became a hero by going back on 
the ferry and meeting his sister 
at Harwich before returning to 
rescue us at The Hook. This took 
a couple of days and by the time 
Steve had dodged the customs, 
who were suspicious of his quick 
return, we’d got fixed up play¬ 
ing locally in pubs and so 
enjoyed a few beers before 
returning home. 

Subsequently, I played with 
Steve many many times in all 
sorts of situations and I’d like to 
think there was a mutual 
respect between us. Outside 
music, I unexpectedly bumped 
into hime in a pub in Liverpool, 
where he owned a flat, on the 
night in 2011 when my beloved 
Cobblers beat his beloved 
Liverpool and we had a few. 

Oh, and he cut my kids’ hair! 
Goodnight, old pal.

“It restricts my desires, my needs, 
to wear other clothes, I actually get 
jealous of other people’s ability to 
choose what to wear sometimes, 
even though there is a great simplic¬ 
ity and freeness in this lack of 
choice.”

David Niven's naughty home 



DAVID Niven was the sort of 
Englishman that is fast 
disappearing these days. Not 
only was he debonair, dashing, 
witty, stylish and an all-round 
officer and gentleman but he 
also enjoyed a long and glittering 
career in Hollywood. 

This includes both as a serious 
and comedy actor in nearly 100 
movies films right up until his 
death in 1983. 

These included most famously 
central roles in several Pink 
Panther films as well as 1961’s 
The Guns of Navaronne, as a 
spoof James Bond in Casino 
Royale in 1967 and as a 
love-struck airman in the Powell 
and Pressburger 1947 
masterpiece A Matter of Life and 
Death. 

His early academic career was 
not such a success. He attended 
Heatherdown Preparatory 
School in Berkshire from which 
he was expelled for playing too 
many pranks on masters and 
fellow pupils alike, and had to 
attend a crammer in order to 
pass the exams to enter the navy, 


which he failed to do and 
subsequently attended Stowe 
school. 

The crammer was at a 
vicarage in Penn Street, a small 
hamlet in Buckinghamshire 
where he was tutored along with 
a dozen other miscreant boys by 
the Reverend Arthur or ‘Pa’ 
Browning, the grandson of poet 
Robert Browning, 

Niven lived there for two years 
and, in his best-selling 


autobiography The Moon’s a 
Balloon, he records his time at 
Flint House as “a very pleasant 
interlude”. 

Flint house is now for sale for 
£3.25 million. It has five 
bedrooms, three bathrooms, 
artificial grass tennis court, an 
indoor heated pool and a 
separate coach house with three 
bedrooms.

Where it was 
important to 
be earnest 



I t is now 121 years since The 
Importance of Being 
Earnest, Oscar Wilde’s 
most famous play, was first 
performed. And yet it 
remains popular to this day, 
including a revival in 2011 as 
well as being adapted for the 
cinema three times. 

Its farcical plot focusses on 
the degrees to which young 
artistic Victorians would go to 
escape the era’s suffocating 
social rules and was set among 
a group of louche friends living 
in a boho area of central 
London. 

The play opens in the 
apartment of the play’s central 
character, Algernon Moncrief 
and is where the satire first 
bites, ridiculing the rules of 
marriage proposal prevalent 
during the late 1890s.

artistic community.

WHERE better to set a science 
fiction film featuring a dystopian 
nightmare of global warming, 
energy supply collapse and 
gaming escapism than in one of 
the UK’s inner cities? 

That’s the plan film director 
Stephen Spielberg clearly has as 
he is currently filming Ready 
Player One, a film based on the 
eponymous 2011 sci-fi novel by 
Ernest Cline, in an 
up-and-coming area of the West 
Midlands. 

The film is set in the year 2044 
in which an impoverished global 
population distracts itself from 
the growing economic and 
environmental disaster around it 
by living in a virtual world.

Simon Pegg, Tye Sheridan and 
Mark Rylance, is due out in 2018. 

During August Spielberg and

New Q5 grows and sheds weight

DESIGNERS and engineers at 
Audi have achieved the seemingly 
impossible in the latest version of 
the company’s top-selling SUV. 
For the all-new Q5 - revealed at 
the Paris Motor Show - weighs 
in at up to 90kg lighter than its 
predecessor despite being longer 
and wider with more room both 
inside and in the boot. 

At 4.66 metres long, 1.89 metres 
wide and 1.66 metres tall with a 


2.82-metre wheelbase the new 
Q5 has grown in nearly all of its 
dimensions. 

Styling is evolutionary rather than 
revolutionary, but while the looks 
are unmistakably Audi, the latest 
Q5 has, in fact, been reworked 
from the ground up. 

Driver assistance systems - 
some of them optional - are 
comprehensive and, according 
to Audi represent a next step 


towards piloted driving. They 
are bundled into three driver 
assistance packages - Tour, 
Parking and Parking Advanced. 
The predictive efficiency assistant 
helps the driver save fuel by 
specific information on the car’s 
surroundings. Adaptive cruise 
control (ACC) including traffic 
jam assist can handle some of 
the steering work in slow-moving 
traffic. 


Active lane assist makes it easier 
to stay in lane while distance 
warning alerts the driver when 
the gap to another vehicle drops 
below a safe distance. 

Cross traffic assist rear, an 
exit warning system, collision 
avoidance assist and turn assist 
are other new safety features 
while Audi pre-sense city is a 
standard feature which warns 
of pedestrians and vehicles 
and may initiate automatic 
emergency braking. Park assist, 
camera-based recognition of 
traffic signs and hill descent 
assist round out the available 
features. 

When it arrives in the UK next 
Spring the new Q5 will be 
available with a powerful 2.0 TDI 
diesel engine producing 190PS. 
Soon after the launch a revised 
2.0 TFSI petrol engine will also 
be available followed later by 
an intensively revised 3.0 TDI. 

The drivetrain - including the 
six-speed manual transmission 
and seven-speed S-tronic 
box - have been extensively 
redeveloped and the Q5’s auto 
transmissions now integrate a 
fuel-saving freewheel function. 
The latest quattro all when drive 
system comes with what the 
company calls ultra-technology 
which disengages the rear-axle 
drive whenever it is not needed 
and, if necessary, proactively 
re-engages it. The new concept 
boosts efficiency without 
reducing traction or driving 
dynamics, says the company.

SOME years ago the MPV - or people 
mover - was the ‘wow factor’on wheels. 
They sold like hot cakes and were the 
perfect answer to family transport. 

But trends changed and the SUV, 
compact SUV and lifestyle estate carved 
their slices from the MPV’s popularity - so 
you might be forgiven for thinking that the 
people mover may have taken a back seat 
in terms of mass appeal.

For instance, its top speed capability 
of 134mph and 0-62mph dash of 


8.9 seconds is enough to satisfy anyone 
who wants that bit more out of their people 
mover without resorting to out and out 
sporty choices. 

It offers a super-smooth drive with 
surprisingly agile handling for a people 
mover and proved an ideal choice for both 
town driving and long distance trips. 

The FR-Line trim is the top option for 
Alhambra and the black Alcantara 
upholstery certainly enhanced what is 
a very well specified car as standard. 

Apart from a number of other trim features 
the FR Line treatment offers 18-inch alloy 
wheels which certainly make this model 
stand out from the crowd. 

Wide sliding rear doors make easy access 
into the rear and it possible lower rows 
two and three flat into the floor, leaving 
a van-like load space. 

And if you want to gild the lily there is a raft 
of options available one of which, the £155 
Full Link option includes compatibility with 
Mirror Link, Apple CarPlay and Android 
Auto and should be considered a must for 
this thoroughly modern people carrier.

RIO has dominated 2016 and Kia is keeping 
the carnival feel alive with a spectacular 
reveal of its latest hatchback at the Paris 
Motor Show. The new model - the fourth 
generation of the Korean company’s global 
top seller - will be on the road early next 
year. It’s bigger than before, comes with 
Kia’s latest design inside and out and will 
be available only as a five door model. 
Kia claims the new Rio offers more space 
inside than any other compact hatch on 
the market and boot space is 325 litres. It’s 
features full connectivity including Apple 
Car Play and Android Auto and will be the 
first in its segment to come with automatic 
emergency braking complete with 
pedestrian recognition as standard - which 
should help keep insurance costs down. The 
new Rio will be available with a variety of 
engines including Kia’s new 1.0-litre turbo 


HYUNDAI is planning a hot hatch with performance to rival the likes of the Audi RS and even BMW’s mighty M machines. 
Dressed to thrill, the Hyundai RN30 was revealed at the Paris Motor Show in concept form by Albert Biermann - the Korean 
company’s newly-appointed head of high performance cars. Based on the New Generation Hyundai i30, the RN30 was born 
as a racing machine, and is the first example Hyundai’s new range of N sports models announced last year. 

Powered by a 2.0-litre turbo boosted to 380 horsepower the RN30 is in the same league as the likes of Ford’s Focus RS and 
the BMW M2. “The RN30 embodies the concept of a strong, high-performance car that brings dynamic, sporty driving,” says 
Albert Biermann, who joined Hyundai after working for BMW’s M division. “Soon to evolve into our first N model, the RN30 
is inspired by our passion to provide a high-performance car that everybody can enjoy effortlessly.” With huge spoilers and 
aerodynamic body kit, the RN30 concept has already undergone testing at the legendary Nurburgring in Germany and Mr 
Biermann said that an BON was already slated for development as a production car and due for release next year. When 
developing the RN30, Hyundai’s designers and engineers took a new approach to reducing weight and lowering the center of 
gravity. Instead of using carbon fibre reinforced polymer (CFRP) common to most high-performance cars, Hyundai broke 
the mould with all-new high-performance plastic materials, developed in collaboration with leading global chemical company 
BASF. The lightweight body is designed to boost handling and acceleration while inside the interior was stripped down and 
the seats pushed back and lowered to achieve a low centre of gravity, ideal for performance driving. The RN30 has been 
developed at Hyundai Kia’s research and development centre in Namyang in Korea where Mr Biermann is based.

RENAULT’S ELECTRIC 
CHARGE

EVERYDAY all-electric motoring 
has come one step closer to reality 
with the unveiling of a new battery 
powered model which is theoretically 
capable of being driven from the 
North of England to London on a 
single charge. 

The latest Renault ZOE, unveiled at 
the Paris Motor Show, has the longest 
range of any mainstream electric 
vehicle at 250 miles (400km) - twice 
the distance delivered by the model 
at the time of its original launch. 

In real-world driving, however, 
Renault estimates that the Zoe 
fitted with the new Z.E. 40 battery 
has a range of 186 miles (300km) in 
urban or suburban areas. Still pretty 
impressive and a major step forward 
for all-electric power. 

According to Renault Group chairman 
Carlos Ghosn: “Renault has added a 
new dimension to the world of electric 
vehicles. It’s a breakthrough in all¬ 
electric motoring that will provide the 
range needed to make any motorist 
comfortable choosing electric.” 

ZOE models fitted with the new 
battery are expected to be available 
in Britain in November.

It will provide additional practicality 
thanks to easier access to the 
rear seats for passengers and for 
parents with small children, while 
retaining the performance and 
driving dynamics that earned the 


Fiesta ST more than 20 awards 
around the globe during its first 
year on sale.

A tired looking Northampton Town 
were put to bed late by Bristol 
Rovers at Sixfields on Saturday. 

The team whose fans sing 
‘Goodnight Irene' proved the stuff of 
nightmares after Rovers claimed a 
92nd-minute win. 

The Bristol club’s other nickname 
is the ‘Gas’ and that proved apt as 
Darrell Clarke’s men motored over 
Town in the second half, with 
Cobblers spluttering to a halt after a 
steady start. 

On a weekend where Spurs showed 
the effectiveness of pressing and in- 
your-face football, Town again let 
their opposition boss possession. 

While Rovers played like the 
Keanu Reeves film ‘Speed’ perform¬ 
ing at breakneck pace with an 
unpredictable conclusion, Cobblers 
were all a bit ‘Driving Miss Daisy’. 

On a soggy day, Cobblers snatched 
the opener after just nine minutes 
with a route one goal from an Adam 
Smith goal kick, which found its way 
to Alex Revell, who chipped Rovers’ 
onrushing keeper.

Given the sparse crowds the 
Checkatrade Trophy has attracted 
this season, it’s unlikely many a 
tear will be shed over Northampton 
Town’s elimination from it follow¬ 
ing this tame defeat at Coventry 
City. 

Their second straight loss in this 
competition means they now can¬ 
not qualify out of Southern Group D 
and that they have a dead rubber 
against West Ham’s reserves at 
Sixfields to Took forward to’ next 
month. 

A Cobblers team that showed nine 
changes from Saturday’s loss to 
Bristol Rovers looked disjointed 
from the start, but at least now there 
are more important matters to 
attend to. 

If the atmosphere was a bit flat 
around kick-off, the football cer¬ 
tainly wasn’t as Coventry broke 
through after 19 seconds, as Dan 
Agyei was allowed to waltz through 
some static defending. 

Amazingly, Northampton were 
level before 90 seconds had been 
played as Marc Richards was left 
completely unmarked to turn in JJ 
Hooper’s low cross from close range 
to notch his 50th goal for the club. 

But the Cobblers were soon behind 
again, with their defending almost 
non-existent, as the lively Jodi Jones 
was able to cut inside from the right 
before bending his effort into the far 
corner. 


It remained 2-1 to the hosts at half¬ 
time as the match settled down, 
although Cornell had to push out a 
long-range blast from Vladimir 
Gadzhev to keep it that way soon 
after the restart. 

The Bulgarian was then replaced 
by Ruben Lameiras after 65 minutes 
as within seconds, the Portuguese 
had taken down Lewis Page’s long 
pass and lofted a sumptuous lob 
over Cornell to double Coventry’s 
lead and seal the match.

Northampton Saints will look to 
make it back-to-back wins when 
they travel to Harlequins on 
Saturday, but whatever happens 
at the Stoop, the finish is unlikely 
to match what was produced in 
that fixture last season. 

On a windy February afternoon, 
Saints found themselves 23-20 
down going into the final minute 
when they turned the ball over 
deep in Quins’ territory. 

All the hosts had to do was win 
the scrum, give the ball to Ben 
Botica, who would boot the ball 
into the stands and the game was 
lost for Northampton. As we know, 
that’s not how it turned out. 

Botica, now of Saints’ first 
European opponents Montpellier, 
somehow failed to find touch with 
the clock dead and a few phases 


later Ben Foden ran in the most 
dramatic of winning tries to seal a 
27-23 victory. 

Northampton backs coach Alex 
King said of that day: “It just goes 
to show it’s down to those fine 
margins. Everyone assumed that 
the game was over, but it was a 
strange old finish and I’m glad we 
took advantage of it. 

“We actually played really well 
and obviously they had an oppor¬ 
tunity to kick the ball out at the 
end and they didn’t and it was an 
important game in the context of 
our season because I think we 
kicked on and had a pretty decent 
last three months. 

“But that’s all in the past, we just 
want to build on last week and 
back it up with another big perfor¬ 
mance.” 

Last Friday’s 20-19 victory over 
Exeter Chiefs at Franklin’s 
Gardens may have been tense and 
it may have been last-gasp, due to 
Harry Mallinder’s late winning 


penalty, but it brought an overdue 
reward for some good perfor¬ 
mances in the last few weeks. 

Northampton’s last three fix¬ 
tures saw them come up against 
the teams who occupied the top 
three positions in last season’s 
Premiership and against none of 
Saracens, Wasps or Exeter did 
they appear overawed. 

King said: “The margins between 
winning and losing are tiny, aren’t 
they? At Saracens we were good 
for 60 minutes and the [Alex 
Waller sin-binning] incident hap¬ 
pens and suddenly the game goes 
away from you. 

“Wasps was a game we should 
have won at home and Exeter was 
a tough start, where we had to dig 
ourselves out of a little bit of a 
hole. 

“We had an incredible team try 
that Hutch [Rory Hutchinson] 
scores off the back of George 
North’s incredible run and the 
confidence is then back in the 


team and we edge out the game in 
the end from one of Harry’s kicks. 

“It’s those fine margins that you 
want to be on the right side of and 
you make sure you get the results 
to give you some momentum and 
the confidence going into [the rest 
of] the season.” 

Northampton have certainly 
posed an attacking threat in the 
last couple of games, with the only 
criticism being that their play 
would have been rewarded with 
more tries with some better fin¬ 
ishing, but it’s a welcome contrast 
to this point last year, where the 
backs were struggling to make an 
impact. 

“It’s on the back of a good set- 
piece,” King said, adding: “There’s 
a real mind-set about how we 
want to play and we’ve played 
some good stuff. 

“There are areas to improve, but 
the key thing is that intent to play 
and to play into space, getting 
excited when we have the ball.”

Jim Mallinder knows it is a tough ask, 
against some old foes, but make no 
mistake about it: Northampton Saints 
have European Rugby Champions Cup 
glory in their sights. 

The Saints have not gone past the 
quarter-final stage of European 
Rugby’s premier club competition 
since 2011, but the experienced direc¬ 
tor of rugby is desperate to surpass the 
club’s second-place finish that year. 

Northampton were crowned Europe’s 
finest for the only time in 2000 and 
they will need to be at their best if they 
are to finish in the top two of Pool 4, 
which they share with Leinster, 
Montpellier and Castres. 

“We are hoping to win the competi¬ 
tion; it is as simple as that,” Mallinder 
said. “We have won it in the past and I 
was involved in the team a few years 
back that had a fantastic run to the 
final and lost a magnificent game in 
Cardiff. 

“We have been there and been very 
close, we know how it feels to have a 
successful run and it is something that 
we would love to achieve again this 
year. 

“Domestic games are tough but you 
know what you are getting when you go 
to the likes of Harlequins or Saracens 
because you do that every year. It is 
good and exciting but when you play a 
Champions Cup game it is very, very 
exciting because things are different 
and a different level. 

“In the first few rounds it is vital that 
you get a good start, get off to winning 
ways and get some points on the 
board.” 

Mallinder, whose troops kick off their 
European campaign against 
Montpellier on October 15, added: “We 
have had some great games with 
Leinster and they are a quality side 
with some great history so they will be 
great to play back-to-back in 
December,” he added. 

“We have played Castres a number of 
times and they are a strong side and 
very difficult to beat, especially down 
there, and they have been going well in 
their domestic competition. 

“We have not played Montpellier for a 
while but we saw them play in pre-sea¬ 
son and they have lots of good players, 
with a big South African influence 
there, with some massive forwards and 
they did very well to qualify for this 
competition last year.

Richards, who scored his first 
goal of the season during the 
game said: “It had a funny feeling 
to it - it didn’t make our approach 
to the game any different, but to 
play in such a big stadium with so 
little fans made it feel a bit ‘out 
there’. 

“Nevertheless, the lads 
approached the game in the best 
possible manner and I thought we 
put in a hard-working perfor¬ 
mance, but at the end of the day 
Coventry are a good team. 


“They potentially had a new 
manager in the stands and they 
had to put on a really good perfor¬ 
mance, which they have done. 
They moved the ball around real¬ 
ly well. 

“We’ve made a few changes, we 
had a few younger heads out there 
and I thought we did alright in 
spells, but they were a good team 
tonight.” 

Richards’ goal in the second 
minute, which equalised Dan 
Agyei’s opener after 19 seconds, 
also brought up a landmark for 
the 34-year-old as it was his 50th 
across his two spells at the 
Cobblers. 

Due to a combination of Alex 
Revell’s form and a niggling 
Achilles injury, Richards has had 
to be patient when it comes to get¬ 
ting game time this season, but he 
is proud of his achievement, even 
if it did come at a low-key setting. 

Richards said: “Just to be a part 
of that is pleasing for myself and 
my family and it just shows the 
hard work I’ve put in over the last 
couple of seasons. 

“I’ve been hit with a couple of 
injuries over the last couple of 
seasons and I’d like to think that I 
might have hit a few more goals in 
that time, but to get 50 goals for 
the club is brilliant. 

“Obviously I’m delighted to get 
on the score sheet, but first and 
foremost we’ve lost the game so 
the lads are disappointed in the 
changing room.”
